Germany has formally announced a 


state of war but has denied the mob­ 


ilization of her armies. 
There seems 


no doubt that German mobilization is 


being rushed at top speed. 


Tonight the whole of Europe con­ 


fidently believes that August 1, 1914, 


will be written in blood on the calendar 


of the world’s history. 


OLRMANY IN STATE OF WAR 


Latest 
Move 
Places Everything at

In case of a general European war 
which 
today 
seems 
probable, the 
Rushville school hoard may have to 
search about for three new teachers 
for the Rushville 
schools 
because 
Miss Henrietta Coleman, supervisor 
of drawing; Miss Helen Scott, super­ 
visor of music, and Miss Genevieve 
Brown, high school instructor, arc in 
Europe with a party of friends see­ 
ing the sights. 
Late dispatches from New York 
City say that “in the event of a gen­ 
eral Eurojiean war 
steamship lines 
between the belligerent countries and 
United States ports would he prac­ 
tically at a standstill.” 
That would 
preclude the possibility of any tour­ 
ists returning home. 
The party in which the three Rush­ 
ville girls are 
traveling is 
now in 
Europe. 
With them are Miss Carrie 
Ong of Columbus, Mi'"- Zuella Raher 
of Wolcottsville and Mrs. V. P. Bird 
of Grtynsburg. 


Their tour was martwd at the very 
outset by the mishap which befell the 
S. S. California, on which they sail­ 
ed, in Irish 
waters. 
On Sunday 
night, June 21, the California hit a 
rock off the northern Irish coast and 
all of the passengers were rescued 
with the greatest difficulty. 
Although no word has been receiv­ 
ed here from the local tourists con­ 
cerning the threatened 
war, rela­ 
tives df the Rushville girls scout the 
idea that they will have any difficul­ 
ty coining home, according to their 
schedule. 
There has not been time 
for a letter to reach here since the 
war situation has assumed a s e rio u s 
aspect. 
The tourists, 
according to their 
itinerary, were due to arrive in F l o r ­ 
ence, Italy, today. 
After a week’s 
stay there, they will come hack up 
through 
Switzerland 
and 
thence 
through the southern part of France 
to Paris. 
Relatives here of Miss 
Coleman received a letter yesterday. 
When it was written, she and her 
party were in Vienna, the capital of 
Austria-Hungary. 
She spoke in the 
letter something of seeing the soldiers 
in Vienna, but said nothing of the 
prospect of war. 
The Hamburg-American line rep­ 
resentatives at Columbus, Ind., to­ 
day said that in case of war only 
two Red Star line boats and four 
American liners would he allowed to 
sail the Atlantic. 
E. L. Reeves and 
son of Columbus, who are extensive­ 
ly related in this 
county, 
are in 
Europe and 
expect to 
sail from 
Cherbourg, August 7 on the Kaiser- 
ine Augusta Victoria, if nothing pre­ 
vents. 
The Rushville crowd expects 
to sail from Liverpool August 22. 
In case Austria continues aggres­ 
sive against Servia and Russia keeps 
its promise and comes to the aid of 
its ally, Servia, with Germany stand­ 
ing back of its 
ally, Austria-Hun­ 
gary, the triple alliance—Germany, 
Italy and 
Austria—and the triple 
entente, consisting of England, Rus­ 
sia and France, would he involved. 
Spain, 
Belgium, 
Switzerland, 
the 
•Netherlands, Turkey 
and possibly 
the remainder of the Balkan states 
would he the only countries not en­ 
gaged in actual conflict. 
Paris dispatches today say that 
American tourists are cashing drafts 
at one-fourth discount for fear they

County Treasurer McBride has re­ 
ceived Rush county’s part of the tax 
collected by the state from the reg­ 
istration of motor 
vehicles. 
This 
county received a total of $3,751.33 
in the settlement just 
made. 
The 
settlements will he made twice a 
year, as is the case with the state 
taxes, but the January settlement 
will he very small as the only auto­ 


m o b ile s to he registered from now 
on will he new cars. 
Rush county paid to the state $4,- 
047.11 for the registration of auto­ 
mobiles. 
The 
amount received is 
based on the three wavs of dividing 
the money 
among the 
ninety-two 
counties of the state according to the 
law. 
One third of the net receipts 
is divided equally among the ninety- 
two counties. 
In this division Rush 
county received $1,247.69. 
The sec­ 
ond division of the total received by 
the state is made according to the 
number of miles of gravel roads. In 
this split of the money this county 
received $1,105.25. 
The remaining 
one tliirri is divided according to the 
registration of automobiles. 
The 
greater the number of machines in a 
county, the larger the amount. 
In 
this division R u s h county got $1,- 
398.39. 
This sum of money will he added 
to the road fund and will he used in 
keeping and making repairs on the 
roads. The law, as it pertains to the 
division of the money, is considered 
unfair by many, a s in the case of 
the school fund law. Rush county 
pays to the state more than it re­ 
ceives. 


County officials here believe that 
the money received from the registra­ 
tion of automobiles should he col­ 
lected by the county or else the coun­ 
ty should receive all of the money it 
pays to the state. An example of the 
unfairness of the 
present law is 
Brown county. This county paid the 
state something like $10 and will re­ 
ceive in return $1,200. 
Under the 
present 
method 
Rush county lost 
$895.81 in the registration of motor 
vehicles. 
It 
is 
stated 
that this 
amount would be as welcome, if not 
more so, to Rush county than some 
others. 
The 
state 
received a 
total 'of 
$381,875.10 in registration fees. The 
expense of collecting was $35,711.40. 
It is believed by many that the pres­ 
ent law will be changed by the next 
legislature to make the settlements 
with the 
different 
counties 
more 
equal.

Department of Agriculture. 
General 
co-operation in fighting the pest is 
the aim of the mov ement. 
There is 
ev ery indication, according to the 
Department, that the fly will he un­ 
usually troublesome this fall. 
Ev ery 
wheat grower in the 
country 
who 
suspects that his wheat is infested 
by the fly is being urged by the De­ 
partm ent to send immediate noti­ 
fication and a campaign will then be 
begun to eradicate the pest. The De­ 
partm ent is also co-operating with 
certain state 
experiment 
stations 
against the pest and infested straw 
will be examined by the local author­ 
ities. 
“Probably no other insect causes 
more damage to the wheat crop in 
the United States than the Hessian 
fly,” the Department declares, “al­ 
though there are certain years when 
the chinch bug exceeds the fly de­ 
v astations. 
During the season when 
the fly is abundant hundreds of thou­ 
sands of acres of wheat may 
be 
totally destroyed or so badly injured 
as to reduce the yield 50 to 75 per 
cent. 
The monetary loss runs fa r 
up into millions.” 
Late sowing of 
seeds and burning of stubble when 
not seeded to grass or clov er are the 
only known measures 
effectiv e 
in 
controlling the Hessian fly for winter 
wheat growing sections, late-seeding 
being injurious rather than a pre­ 
caution in the spring-wheat sections.

“ While many deplore the heav y 
slaughter of calv es, and legislation 
against it has been urged, the con­ 
sum er’s demand for v eal must

“ Farm ers who formerly bought n ear­ 
ly finished cattle 
a s feeders 
hav e 
been compelled to pay higher prices 
for such cattle or to take 
thinner 
anim als,” is another interesting com­ 
ment of the Department on the beef 
suply 
situation. 
Formerly, 
it 
is 
stated, steers from four to six years 
old were fed in large numbers, but 
because of the great change in the 
cattle business in recent years, this 
method has become too 
expensiv e. 
Feeding is 
now 
conducted 
upon 
farm s more extensiv ely than ev er be­ 
fore, instead of in large numbers in 
commercial feed yards near g ra n a r­ 
ies or mills, as a means of murketing 
farm products by conv erting them 
into beef, while the manure product 
is utilized as ablv -product to m ain­ 
tain fertility.

Washington, July 31.—‘‘The safe­ 
ty valve of the House” is the newest 
title of James R. (“Jim” ) Mann, con­ 
gressman from Chicago, Republican | 
floor leader, and one of the tew G. O.

Joe.” 
Mann attends every session, talks, 
argues and debates on 
the 
floor 
hundreds of times every day; saun­ 
ters from seat to seat greeting the 
members; stops here and there to lis­ 
ten to a story; 
always rises in an 
emergency to “give the facts ’ and 
House to task for little evasions of 
seldom if ever, is lie angered. 


Of late Mann has been calling the 
parliamentary law, or procedure or 
for heated a t t a c k s . 
Recently when 
two representatives in the heat of a 
debate, severely criticised the courts 
and the judiciary, Maun arose, in his 
quiet unassuming manner, 
walked 
slowly to the front of tlve hall, and 
said in a conversational tone some­ 
thing like this.
